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Basement Society Removed From 

Michigan Union 


The University struck another blow 
against racism on campus yesterday when 
it forced one of the Union’s famous secret 
“basement societies” to give up their space 
in the student union. “We’ve made 
small steps forward but there’s still 
a long journey ahead,” said Univer¬ 
sity president Lee Bollinger in a for¬ 
mal statement. 

Bollinger’s remarks came only 
after protesters made the society in¬ 
famous for its denigration and mis¬ 
treatment of the Italian culture. The 
secret guild, known only as “Little 
Caesar’s” (a name derived from a 
figure that plays a prominent role 
Roman/Italian culture) was shut 
down and forcibly removed from the 
Michigan Union after a seven-week 
sit in by the Mediterranean Culture 
Consortium. 

“It was a hard seven weeks,” said 
MCC leader Armani Mussolini. 

“Many of us were forced to eat their 
unhealthy, racist foodstuffs to survive. I, 
myself, am scheduled for triple-bypass sur¬ 
gery on Tuesday. Nonetheless, we are vic¬ 


torious.” 

“Little Caesar’s was a constant reminder 
of racial hatred and the persecution of Ital¬ 
ian Americans throughout our nation’s his¬ 


tory,” said professor of Italian-American 
Studies A1 Callivicci. “[Italians] have been 
subject to baseless hatred which can be seen 


from the early mistreatment of Italians in 
1890’s sweatshops to the racist Sacco- 
Vanzetti verdict to, most recently, the con¬ 
stant Mafioso-stereotype perpetuated by 
The Sopranos. Compound this with 
distasteful team names such as the 
Arizona Dagobacks and the popu¬ 
larity of Judge Wopner and you can 
see that the Italian community has 
been systematically mocked and 
molested throughout its North 
American history.” 

The Caesar society, which has ex¬ 
isted for over thirty years, adorned 
its clubhouse with images of an ugly 
Italian in stereotypical ancient garb 
wielding a stick hocking pizza. 
Spokesmen would occasionally re¬ 
lease formulaic, low-intelligence 
statements such as “Pizza, pizza” 
to further mock the entire culture. 

When this denigration wasn’t 
enough they turned to peddling gar¬ 
lic bread and other stereotypically 
Italian foodstuffs in an effort to raise money 
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Everyone's favorite Italian heros, Mario and Luigi, 
came to help save Little Ceasers, but to no avail. 


Sammy Sosa, Eleven Others Die in Pepsi Challenger Explosion

39 Russians Die in Horrible Falling Down Accident 


MOSCOW, RUSSIA—Russia’s “Black August”, during 
which 112 sailors died aboard the submarine Kursk, 11 
people died in a Moscow bomb attack, and 3 people died 
in a fire in the Ostankino television tower, has apparently 
extended into September. This time, close to 40 people 
are dead after falling down in the middle of Moscow. 

According to the Russian news source Itar-Tess, some 
50 people, all old women, were standing in one of the 
numerous breadlines that 
riddle the city’s streets. It 
was nearly midday when 
something, perhaps a strong 
wind, blew an old lady over. 

She grabbed onto someone 
who in turn pulled down an¬ 
other person and so on, until 
most of the line was sprawl¬ 
ing on the ground. 

British counting experts 
estimate some 43 women fell 
down initially—however, 
these figures cannot be con¬ 
firmed since some of those 
who had fallen might have 
gotten up on their own 
power. Most of the people 
who had fallen were so old and weak that they could not 
get up and required the assistance of others around them. 

Russian officials could not get to the starving, immo¬ 
bile elderly people in time. “It’s just a matter of man¬ 
power,” stated Russian Task Force manager Vyacheslav 
Loseva. “We knew that there were people in need of help. 
However our police, fire fighting and emergency crews 
are so under funded and in such disarray that we could not 


organize an effort to help these people stand up.” 

Many policemen surrounded the helpless elderly citi¬ 
zens but refused to help without explicit instructions, blam¬ 
ing the new bureaucracy for the inaction. Hundreds 
watched in horror as the government rejected help from 
British, American, and Swiss tourists who wished aid in 
the effort to help the pathetic women to their feet. Even 
48 gallons of Haagen Das airlifted from Bavaria were re¬ 
fused. After 14 days with¬ 
out food, water, or help, the 
women died on the street. 

“This is indeed a sense¬ 
less tragedy,” declared Rus¬ 
sian President Vladimir 
Putin at a resort in the Neth¬ 
erlands while judging a bi¬ 
kini contest. “I can’t help 
but think it was democracy 
that crumbled our once 
feared and powerful nation 
to this mass of unorganized, 
worthless shit. I mean we 
couldn’t save our boys 
trapped on the Kursk, we 
can’t put out fires, we 
couldn’t protect those who 
died in the railway bombing some 4 weeks ago—now we 
can’t even help out old ladies who fall on the street. This 
inadequacy obviously calls for bold, new economic re¬ 
forms to revitalize our non-existent economy. Thanks a 
lot, capitalism. ” 

Loseva agrees. “It’s capitalism’s fault. Now our old 
women want food in their bellies just like American Donald 
Trump and J.R. Ewing.”

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Bush Unveils New Health Care Package 

GALVESTON, TX—George W. Bush, desperately seek¬ 
ing to boost flagging poll numbers, unveiled a new health 
care plan yesterday that “emphasizes Republican ideals.” 

“When we announced our first health care plan, we 
hailed it as our effort to reach out to every American,” 
said Bush at a gun and knife show in Galveston, Texas.
